Now in its sixty-third year, Queen's Quarterly is the oldest quarterly 
review in Canada, indeed one of the oldest in North America. Its pages 
contain much of the record of an emergent national culture. As a 
"Canadian Review,'' the Quarterly has consistently down through the 
years kept watch on our “politics, our foreign affairs, our social and 
economic issues, our arts and letters. Yet the Quarterly has never 
been parochial or narrowly nationalist in topic and tone. Europe, the 
Middle East, Asia, the American Presidency, revolution and counter - 





revolution, biblical criticism, the Broadway theatre, progressive educa- 
tion--all sorts and conditions of menandthings have been brought under 
review here. 


And from its earliest days, Queen's Quarterly has striven for a just 
balance between the ''literary'"' and the ''social" or ''political'' emphasis. 
One finds poems by Duncan Campbell Scott, Charles G. D. Roberts, 
E. J. Pratt (andmostofour promising younger poets); fiction by Fred- 
erick Philip Grove, Sinclair Ross, Ethel Wilson; literary criticism by

E. K. Brown, A. S. P. Woodhouse, Douglas Bush--not to mention such 
luminaries from overseas as Lord Dunsany, St. John Ervine, H. Gran- 
ville-Barker, E. M. W. Tillyard, Edmund Blunden. On the political 
side of the ledger one encounters authors like G. M. Grant, Adam Shortt, 
O. D. Skeiton, J. W. Dafoe, Arthur Meighen, Sir George Foster, Sir
